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Preface 


The  preparation  of  this  list  of  Persian  newspapers  responds  to  a  wide 
need  to  make  the  Library  of  Congress  collections  better  known  to  re¬ 
searchers  and  the  public  in  general.  It  is  not  meant  to  be  an  analytical 
study  of  the  history  of  journalism  in  Iran  and  Afghanistan  but  is  rather  a 
documentary  record  of  LC  holdings  which  could  serve  the  historian  of 
journalism  as  well  as  other  researchers. 

Newspapers  have  played  a  significant  role  in  shaping  public  opinion 
in  Iran  and  Afghanistan  ever  since,  in  1837,  Mirza  Saleh  Shirazi 
lithographed  the  first  Iranian  newspaper.  Perhaps  more  than 
newspapers  in  other  countries,  Iranian  and  Afghan  newspapers  provide 
a  most  significant  source  of  information  not  only  on  political  events  but 
also  on  intellectual  and  literary  trends. 

This  bibliography  lists  all  the  newspapers  from  Iran  and  Afghanistan 
in  the  holdings  of  the  Library  of  Congress  in  alphabetical  order.  After 
each  entry  a  short  annotation  is  added.  An  introductory  essay  describes 
the  various  categories,  thirteen  of  them,  of  newspapers  in  the  collection 
and  the  significance  of  each  category.  Appended  at  the  end  of  the  listing 
are  a  chronological  index  showing  which  papers  appeared  in  what  year, 
an  index  of  places  of  publication,  and  an  index  of  names,  including 
editors,  publishers,  and  owners  of  newspaper  licenses.

Introduction 


One  of  the  greatest  difficulties  in  classifying  newspapers  is  how  to 
discern  clearly  the  subject  matter.  Newspapers  usually  emphasize  the 
recording  of  current  events.  However,  newspapers  in  the  Middle  East  in 
general  and  in  Iran  in  particular  have  been  organs  of  political  parties, 
religious  institutions,  and  great  intellectual  or  political  leaders.  A  look 
at  the  categories  of  Iranian  newspapers  is  called  for  to  understand  the 
Iranian  approach  to  newspaper  publishing.  Descriptions  of  the  thirteen 
categories  follow.  At  the  end  of  each,  the  item  numbers  of  the  relevant 
newspapers  are  listed. 

First  Category 

In  the  first  category  of  newspapers  are  those  which  claim  continuity 
with  the  fervent  zeal  of  Mirza  Saleh  Shirazi,  who  in  January  1837 
lithographed  the  first  monthly  newspaper  in  Iran.  His  newspaper, 
which  he  entitled  Akhbar-i  Vaqayeh  (News  of  events),  made  him  the 
pioneer  of  Iranian  journalism.  Both  its  editor  and  its  publisher,  Mirza 
Saleh  was  born  in  Shiraz,  studied  in  Europe,  and  later  served  as  Iranian 
ambassador  to  London  during  the  reign  of  Fath  ‘Ali  Shah  (1797-1834). 
Mirza  Saleh  had  direct  contact  with  his  European  counterparts  and 
earnestly  wished  to  inform  his  countrymen  of  events  in  Europe  which 
would  affect  them  socially,  economically,  and  politically.  In  the  light  of 
that  ideal,  the  editors  and  publishers  of  later  periods  tried  to  carry  on 
Mirza  Saleh’s  work  and  keep  the  Iranian  public  abreast  of  domestic  and 
international  affairs.  Whether  the  public  did  or  did  not  respond  to  the 
call  of  the  newspapers  made  no  difference  to  the  later  editors  and 
publishers,  who  continued  in  the  same  spirit  Mirza  Saleh  had  displayed, 
even  in  times  when  they  lived  under  autocratic  regimes.  Though  they 
appeared  over  half  a  century  after  his  death,  the  newspapers  in  the  first 
category  reflect  the  goals  of  Mirza  Saleh  in  both  tone  and  aim.

Second  Category 

The  second  category  of  Iranian  newspapers  includes  those  which  were 
published  between  the  years  1905  and  1908,  covering  the  first  Iranian 
constitutional  period  (August  5,  1906-June  23,  1908). 

Papers  published  during  this  period  reflect  the  emergence  of  an 
enlightened  group  of  Iranians  known  as  the  “constitutionalists.”  The 
constitutionalists  used  the  newspapers  they  published  in  their  struggle 
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against  the  authoritarian  and  despotic  rule  of  the  time.  The  pictorial 
messages  of  the  newspapers  in  question  did  a  great  deal  to  sow  the  seed  of 
public  discontent.  Their  contributions  toward  promoting  a  constitu¬ 
tional  form  of  government  are  unanimously  acknowledged  by  Iranian 
historians.  The  caricatures  used  to  depict  despotism  are  extremely 
interesting,  and  their  influence  was  far  greater  than  that  of  the  printed 
words  in  the  papers.

Third  Category 

In  the  third  category  are  newspapers  which  were  published  during  the 
reign  of  Reza  Shah  Pahlavi  (1926-41).  There  were  about  one  hundred 
newspapers  and  periodicals  published  throughout  Iran  at  that  time. 
More  than  half  of  them  were  weeklies,  biweeklies,  fortnightlies,  and 
monthlies  rather  than  daily  newspapers.  They  were  all  subject  to  the 
shah’s  strict  standard  and  to  the  restraints  imposed  by  authoritarian 
rule.  However,  the  emergence  of  newspapers  and  news  agencies  during 
Reza  Shah’s  reign  was  considered  a  good  omen,  for  they  paved  the  way 
for  significant  mass  media  in  Iran.  In  1924  a  two-page  newspaper  called 
Markaz-i  Iran  (The  Information  center  of  Iran)  developed  into 

a  leading  daily  newspaper  called  Ittila'at  (Information).  Ittila'at  has 
been  since  1926  the  major  factor  in  influencing  public  opinion  in  Iran. 
Its  modern  rotary  press  today  prints  for  a  worldwide  circulation  of 
nearly  230,000  readers.  Another  newspaper  of  the  time  which  had  a 
restricted  role  in  disseminating  information  to  the  elite  of  Iran  was 
Journal  de  Tehran.  This  French-language  newspaper  gradually 
broadened  its  scope  and  was  followed  closely  by  Iranians  who  wished  to 
know  of  events  in  Europe.  Since  1934  the  Journal  de  Tehran  has  been  a 
daily  delight  for  foreign-educated  Iranians. 

Despite  Reza  Shah’s  restrictions,  agencies  for  receiving  and  dissemi¬ 
nating  news  were  established  during  his  reign.  Among  them  was  the 
Pars  Agency.  It  was  founded  in  1934  and  subscribed  to  worldwide  news 
agencies.  Its  contracts  with  Havas,  Reuters,  United  Press,  Agence  France 
Presse,  and  the  Soviet  Tass  permitted  Iranian  journalists  to  receive  and 
disseminate  news  of  world  events.  This  was  the  first  step  in  increasing 
the  amount  of  foreign  and  domestic  news  in  the  Iranian  mass  media. 
Thus,  in  spite  of  Reza  Shah’s  curbs,  the  newspapers  of  his  reign  today 
furnish  valuable  information  about  the  social,  economic,  and  political 
conditions  of  Iran  in  the  1930s. 

Another  advance  in  the  limited  mass  media  of  Reza  Shah’s  time  was 
the  creation  of  radio  broadcasting  stations  in  1940.  Gradually 
transmitters  were  set  up  in  all  the  major  provincial  cities  of  Iran.  As 
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mentioned,  all  news  had  to  meet  Reza  Shah’s  sensitive  standard,  but 
Iranian  journalism  nevertheless  made  great  headway.  The  public  was 
made  aware  that  there  was  an  immediate  necessity  for  mass  media  that 
could  meet  practical  needs.  It  was  this  awareness  that  soon  after  Reza 
Shah’s  departure  from  Iran  in  1941  led  to  the  flood  of  newspapers  that 
appeared  throughout  Iran — not  only  to  disseminate  news  but  also  to 
inform  the  public  of  past  events.  A  large  number  of  newspapers  were 
read  not  because  of  their  current  news  but  for  what  they  contained 
regarding  the  past  and  Iranian  political  foreign  relations.

Fourth  Category 

Newspapers  of  the  postwar  period,  covering  the  years  1945-51,  fall  in  a 
fourth  category.  These  papers  are  unique  as  they  reveal  the  impact  of  the 
Second  World  War  on  Iranian  economic  and  political  conditions.  They 
are  valuable  for  research  on  Iranian  political  relations  with  the  Allies 
and  on  the  rivalry  among  Allied  powers  for  political  supremacy  over 
Iran.

Fifth  Category 

In  the  fifth  category  are  papers  published  by  the  Iranian  Central 
Communist  party,  the  “Tudeh  party.”  They  are  extremely  useful  for 
research  on  Tudeh  influence  throughout  Iran  and  particularly  in  the  oil 
industries  of  Khuzistan  and  Kirmanshah.  Tudeh  papers  were  often 
suppressed  but  managed  to  reappear  under  different  names.  Their 
editorials  and  arguments  concerning  capitalism,  socialism,  and 
communism  had  a  wide  influence  among  Iranian  youth  as  they  were 
written  by  a  number  of  highly  educated  Tudeh  leaders.  Most  of  the 
Tudeh  newspapers  appeared  in  the  period  1941-53.

Sixth  Category 

Newspapers  in  the  sixth  category  are  those  published  during  the 
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Iranian  oil  nationalization  episode  ahd  the  era  of  Muhammad  Mossadeq 
(1951-53),  as  well  as  related  newspapers,  published  before  and  after  that 
period,  that  reflect  a  continuity  in  the  resistance  to  foreign  interference 
in  Iran’s  internal  affairs.  These  papers  reflect  the  open  participation  of 
the  United  States  in  Iranian  foreign  relations.  TheTudeh  party  was  very 
active  in  1951  and  vehemently  opposed  the  U.S.  role  as  mediator  between 
Iran  and  England  over  the  oil  nationalization  dispute.  The  December  2, 
1951,  issue  of  the  Tudeh  paper  Shahbaz  (The  Falcon)  stated:  “The 
Iranian  people  oppose  the  U.S.  role  and  activities  in  Iran.  The 
imperialists  and  their  agents  should  depart  from  Iran  and  Iranian 
frontiers  should  be  closed  to  them.’’ 

These  newspapers  are  significant  for  the  study  of  the  Tudeh  party’s 
support  of  Mossadeq’s  conservative  and  traditionalist  government.  It  is 
also  interesting  to  observe  from  the  sixth  category  papers  that  Mossadeq 
at  times  allied  himself  with  the  Tudeh  force  in  order  to  fight  the  British. 
In  connection  with  Tudeh  party  influence  during  Mossadeq’s  adminis¬ 
tration,  the  newspaper  Farman  (Command)  wrote,  “The  Police  have 
discovered  that  the  Tudeh  party  has  an  elaborate  plan  to  have  its 
members  elected  in  the  high  offices  of  Mossadeq’s  government’’  (Decem¬ 
ber  1,  1951).  Some  members  of  Iranian  political  circles  thought  that 
Mossadeq  was  doing  the  same  thing  as  Chruchill  had  done  during  the 
Second  World  War,  uniting  his  forces  with  the  Soviet  Union  in  order  to 
crush  Nazi  Germany,  which  he  thought  worse  than  the  communists.  A 
glance  at  the  newspapers  published  during  1951-53  indicates  that  the 
general  population  of  Iran  favored  the  Tudeh  party  argument  that  the 
Anglo-Iranian  Oil  Company  had  been  grossly  exploiting  Iranian 
natural  resources  and  that  Iranians  did  not  realize  that  alternatives 
might  exist.  It  was  because  of  such  arguments  that  Mossadeq’s  govern¬ 
ment  refused  the  oil  company’s  offer  of  higher  revenue  to  the  govern¬ 
ment  of  Iran.  For  research  on  the  influence  of  the  Tudeh  party 
newspapers,  the  sixth  category  papers  provide  excellent  source 
materials.

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Seventh  Category 

The  seventh  category  is  made  up  of  a  number  of  newspapers  of  a 
religious  orientation,  which  carried  editorial  articles  rejecting  the 
popular  notion  that  modernization  would  improve  Iranian  society. 
These  papers  advocated  traditionalism  and  opposed  any  measure  which 
would  alter  traditional  ways.  To  the  publishers  and  editors  of  the 
seventh  category  newspapers  the  promises  of  socialism,  democracy,  or 
communism  and  the  mechanical  age  sounded  like  a  fairy  tale,  and  they 
expressed  this  idea  in  their  newspapers.  A  study  of  these  papers  shows 
that  their  publishers  did  not  appreciate  foreign  aid  when  Iran  was  in  dire 
need  as  the  result  of  the  oil  revenue  cutback  in  1951-53.  The  United 
States,  as  meditor  between  Iran  and  England,  offered  financial  aid  to 
Iran  but  /5/am  (Islamic  policy)  on  February  11, 1952,  stated:  “We 

were  informed  that  the  government  intended  to  close  all  foreign 
consulates.  Unfortunately  the  government  has  not  yet  closed  the 
American  consulate.” 

In  general,  the  religious  papers  reflected  conservatism  and  opposed 
Iran’s  involvement  in  world  politics  and  the  arms  buildup. 
Inadvertently,  an  amalgam  of  Marxists  with  a  veneer  of  conservatism 
supported  the  religious  papers.  These  papers  were  not  necessarily 
against  foreign  influences  nor  did  they  necessarily  exhibit  a  phobia 
toward  foreign  entities.  However,  they  rejected  the  belief  of  many  in  Iran 
that  foreign  ideals  and  political  institutions  could  help  the  Iranian 
nation  and  people.

Eighth  Category 

The  eighth  category  of  newspapers  consists  of  ephemeral  papers, 
bulletins,  announcements,  communiques,  and  fliers  significant  for  the 
rare  information  they  present.  The  publishers  of  such  papers  seem  to 
have  had  intimate  connections  with  relatives  and  even  servants  of  high 
officials.  These  sources  divulged  secrets  to  them.  The  ephemeral  papers 
provided  a  good  income  for  scalpers  who  sold  them  at  four  or  five  times 
their  original  price.  Such  prices  may  have  been  justified  because 
information  carried  by  those  publications  was  not  found  even  in  the 
major  papers  in  Tehran.  One  of  the  most  useful  kinds  of  information 
found  in  these  ephemeral  papers  is  material  about  the  personal  char¬ 
acteristics  and  idiosyncrasies  of  officials  in  high  positions,  whose  ideas 
on  world  politics  are  reflected  there.

Ninth  Category 

Persian-language  newspapers  and  periodicals  published  outside  Iran, 
including  those  published  in  the  period  1905-11  and  those  published 
since  the  fall  of  Muhammad  Mossadeq  in  1953,  make  up  the  ninth 
category.  They  are  published  by  opposition  groups  of  Iranians  who  are 
divided  into  six  major  parties  or  associations. 

The  first  group  are  the  followers  of  Mossadeq,  prime  minister  of  Iran 
during  the  Iranian  oil  nationalization  period.  To  his  followers, 
Mossadeq  represented  the  epitome  of  Iranian  nationalism  and  they 
continue  to  publish  papers  in  favor  of  his  philosophy  today. 

The  second  group  consists  of  people  who  oppose  Iran’s  land  reform. 
Their  publications  reflect  the  conservatism  of  the  aristocracy. 

The  third  group  are  remnants  of  Iran’s  outlawed  Tudeh  party  who  are 
active  in  East  Germany,  Italy,  France,  and  other  countries  whose 
relations  with  Iran  are  not  amiable.  Besides  the  main  Tudeh  party  there 
are  other  Tudeh  groups,  one  favoring  the  Soviet  ideology  and  the  other 
that  of  Mao  Tse-tung.  The  publications  of  these  two  groups  center 
around  their  respective  ideologies  and  political  or  social  philosophies. 

The  sixth  opposition  group  favors  efforts  to  turn  Iran  into  an 
urbanized,  industrial  nation.

Publications  that  advocate  an  end  to  Iran’s  traditional  monarchy  and 
favor  the  establishment  of  a  republican  form  of  government  constitute 
the  tenth  category.  One  of  the  major  newspapers  in  this  category  is  the 
Iran  Free  Press,  published  in  Washington,  D.C.

Eleventh  Category 

The  eleventh  category  consists  of  newspapers  published  by  Iranian 
students  abroad.  A  close  observation  of  th^ir  publications  indicates  that 
the  viewpoints  of  all  the  aforesaid  groups  are  represented  in  them.  In 
fact,  these  students  are  quite  active  in  all  opposition  groups  and  their 
publications  contain  expressions  of  ultranationalism,  socialism, 
communism.  Maoism,  extreme  conservatism,  liberalism,  antireligious 
sentiment,  and  a  contrasting  religious  orientation.

Twelfth  Category 

The  twelfth  category  of  newspapers  are  those  constantly  reminding 
their  readership  that  Iran  has  never  been  as  prosperous  as  it  is  at  present. 
They  all  discuss  Iran’s  role  in  international  affairs  and  its  strong 
economy.  Economic  growth,  political  stability,  and  the  Iranian  military 
might  constitute  the  central  themes  of  the  twelfth  category  newspapers.

Thirteenth  Category 

Newspapers  that  cover  general  domestic  and  foreign  news  fall  in  the 
thirteenth  category.

Afghanistan 

The  oldest  daily  newspaper  surviving  today  in  Afghanistan  is  the 
daily  Ams.  It  started  May  5,  1927,  and,  aside  from  a  few  minor 
suspensions,  it  reached  wide  areas  of  the  country  with  its  evening 
message.  Its  circulation  is  nearly  thirty  thousand  at  the  present  time. 
Another  major  holding  of  Afghan  newspapers  in  the  Library  of 
Congress  is  Islah  (Reform),  which  has  been  microfilmed  up  to  June 
1973.  From  the  1920s  the  weekly  paper  Ittifaq-i  Islam  (Islamic  concord), 
published  in  Herat,  and  Ittihad-i  Mashraqi  (The  Eastern  union), 
published  in  Jalalabad,  are  significant  for  their  advocacy  of  Afghan 
unity.  Almost  all  newspapers  published  in  Afghanistan  took  it  upon 
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themselves  to  advise  the  Afghans  to  remain  united.  A  few  Afghan  ethnic 
groups  are  sedentary  and  remain  loyal  to  their  particular  tribes,  and  ever 
since  the  early  1920s  Afghanistan’s  newspapers  have  been  attempting  to 
shift  the  loyalty  of  these  ethnic  groups  to  the  central  government.  In 
recent  years  Afghan  newspapers  have  been  trying  to  foster  social  and 
political  unity  through  the  use  of  the  Pushto  language.  The  language 
through  which  the  various  ethnic  groups  can  understand  each  other  is, 
however,  Dari,  which  is  a  variant  of  the  Persian  language. 

Although  Afghanistan’s  newspapers  have  not  stirred  up  political 
passions,  they  have  nevertheless  often  served  as  a  force  of  great 
significance  in  uniting  the  multiple  ethnic  groups.  This  has  been  the 
legacy  of  the  enterprising  publisher  and  editor.
